Enter Viet Debate 


United States troops in Vietnam 
should get out and let the people of 
South Vietnam decide for themselves 
how they want to be governed. This 
topic was debated Saturday nigh! in 
the Faculty Dining Room by a panel 
of six persons. The debate was spon- 
sored by the CosmopolitanClub, 


and learn more facts about the Viet- 
gam problem rather than an attempt 
to influence governmental policy 

The first speaker was # young 


fled to South Vietnam at the age of 
sever. 

Gi-Thong Nguyen related her ex- 
periences living Vietnam. She 
described the pressures brought 
against her family when they fled 
to South Vietnam, leaving her mother 
and two brothers behind The Com- 
mumsts’ Gi-Thong’s mother 
to write her father in an attempt to 
persuade hem to return 

“South Vietmam needs United 
States help to prevent the Viet Cong 
from taking over and to preserve our 
freedom.” 

Speaking against the presence of 
American's in Vietnam was Sur- 
rinder Arman. He described the 
suffering and war that has been 
Vietnam's history. He argued that 
the United State's troops in Vietnam 
was a violation of International Law 
and cited points of the Geneva Con 
ference agreement which was com 
cluded after the French left Indo- 
Chima 

The agreement turned Indo-China 
into North and South Vietnam with 
the Communists in control of the 
north and a puppet emporer in charge 
of the south. Elections for reunifica- 
tion were to be held in 1957 to allow 
the Vietnamese people to chose 
whether they wanted to unify and 
what type of government they 
wanted 

Arman argues that the “war hawks 
in Washington” had violated this 


The pro team argued that the 
United States had been asked into 
Vietnam after the International 
Control commission which hed been 
established by the Wreneva agreement 
had failed to keep peace and stability 


The war in Vietnam was not a civil 
war and that the Viet Cong were in 
violation of the agreement through 
their harrassment of the South, 
argued Bill Baker, graduate student 
from San Jose State College member 
of the pro team.

She 
stated the U.S. does not support the 


U.S. advisers in Viet Nam. 

She stated that the South Vietaam- 
ese people would probably set up an 
independent, but bensgn state if they 
were lo go Communnst

GOP Convention 
Topic of Article 
By SSC Professor 


Does the national political con- 
vention rhetoric properly encour- 
age the Democratic process? This 
is the question put forth by Dr 
Hubert FE. Knepprath, Assistant 
Professor of Speech Aris, in an 
article in the February issue of the 
Central States Speech Journal 

The article, titled “Buncombe 
Re-visited: The 1964 Republican 
Convention,” is a joint effort 
by Dr. Knepprath and Dr. G P 
Mohrmann, Professor of Speech 
at the University of California 
at Davis 


The two professors made a study 
of the Republican Convention 
of 1964 in San Francisco 


“We went to San Francisco for 
the specific purpose of studying 
the convention,” said Dr. Knepp- 
rath. “When we wrote to the con- 
vention explaining our purpose, 
we were made honorary Sergeants- 
at-Arms, and were allowed to enter 
and leave at any time.” 


During the four-day convention, 
the two alternated jobs the first 
two days, one attending the pro- 
ceedings on television. The last 
two days both attended the pro- 
ceedings at the palace 


Dr Knepprath and Dr. Mohrmann 
wrote their findings and revised 
the manuscript throughout the 
following summer. “The transcript 
including the mailing time between 
Dr. Mohrmann and myself, took 
over three months of part-time 
work to complete,” said Dr. Knepp- 
rath. 

The ‘Buncombe’ article is not 
the first study of this type made 
by Dr. Knepprath. In 1956, he 
wrote his dissertation on the ele- 
ments of persuasion in the nation- 
ally broadcast speeches of Dwight 
D. Eisenhower and Adlai Stevenson, 
giving descriptions and evaluations 
of each.

The cost of a 
four chair barber shop would be 
over $6000.00, and that is a lot of 
money to save a five minute walk 
(b) There are two bowling alleys 
within ten minutes of the campus, 
the Alhambra Bowl, by bus, and 
the Town and Country Bow! by 
car. There is also Country Club 
Lanes just fifteen minutes away 
by car 
(c) Billiard rooms are also available 
at the above listed bowling alleys 
(d) The need for meeting rooms 
could be satisfied by efficient 
scheduling of existing classrooms. 
4. Since there are commercial facili- 
ties within easy reach of the campus, 
and the primary purpose of the bow!- 
ing alley is to provide “income po- 
tential”, the use of public lands and 
moneys for an expenditure of this 
type would create unfair competition. 
The State does not have the right to 
engage in direct competition against 
private enterprise. 
5. To go into the bowling alley busi- 
ness in the Sacramento area at this 
time would be a “risky” investment 
to say the least. 
6. The maintenance costs of the pro- 
posed facility would be very high. 
7. A bowling alley, billiard hall, and 
barber shop have no place at Sacra- 
mento State College. This is sup- 
posed to be an institution of higher 
learning, not a fun center. 
8. If the students were expecting to 
get a break in prices by having their 
own agencies, may | call your atten- 
tion to the book store where there 
certainly aren't any special deals 
given. 
9. The argument that “all the other 
schools have them” is no more than 
keeping up with the Joneses and 
hardly a worthwhile justification.

Two SSC track records were 
broken Satirday as the awesome 
Hornets mangled Chico State 100-45, 
remaining undefeated im dual meet

Jake Reimers, reigning FWC 
champ in both hurdles races, showed 
some of his old form Saturday, and 
showed it well. He broke his own 
record in the 120 high hurdles, being 
clocked in :14,6. The previous stan- 
dard was :14.8. He came back later 
with a near first in the 330 intermedi- 
ates, but was nipped by his brother, 
Dick, at the tape. Both were caught 
in 38.9 

Versatile Henry Lawson 
passed his own record in the triple 
jump, winning the event in 49-9. He 
set the mark last year at 49-4 
Lawson also won the brvad jump (23- 
2), placed second in the 100 yard 
dash behind teammate A! Bianchan 
(09.9), and run on the winning 440 
and mile relay teams 

Al Bianchani won two events; the 
100 (:09.7) and the 220 (:21.7). He 
also anchored the winning 440 yard 
relay team which set a new school 
standard of :41.6.

SSC Next? 


The need for a unifying force for 
students, faculty, alumni, and ad- 
ministrators on State College cam- 
puses has been realized. During the 
past five years a movement has 
begun throughout the state college 
from Cal State at Fullerton in the 
South to Humboldt State in the 
North to construct student centers 
known as college unions. 

To date, eight schools have passed 
referendums to finance this “meeting 
place” or “hearthstone” of the 
campus. Beginning with San Diego 
(71% vote in favor) and San Jose 
(67%) in the Fall of 1963, the suc- 
cession has increased each year. 

1964, the Golden Anniversary of

The College Union is more than 
just a building. More significantly, 
it is a program through which a 
student in introduced to and con- 
tinues his interest in intellectual, 
cultural, social, and recreational 
activities which not only enriches 
his leisure life and shows him how 
to use his leisure time wisely, but 
also prepares him for LIFE through 
the normal give and take of social 
interaction. In the relaxed atmos- 
phere of the Union, a student may 
have the delight of experimenting, 
the satisfaction of succeeding, 
and pain of falling. Through the 
Union program, he may encounter 
and challenge his professor and 
fellow student. Through informal 
discussion and debate, he would 
learn to respect other people's 
opinions without having to agree, 
to articulate his own views and 
support them adequately, to broaden 
his own interests, and so on. 

A Union program which provides 
both depth and breadth in its acti- 
vities, and which encourages 
significant inter-personal relation- 
ships begins to fulfill some of its 
potentiality. The College Union 
Committee has drawn up some pro- 
gram suggestions to indicate some 
of the possibilities for activities 
through which the role and the 
purpose of the College Union at 
Sacramento State College can be 
achieved. The actual purpose of 
the Union will emerge from the 
imagination and creativity of both 
the students who have the responsi- 
bility for planning, executing, 
and evaluating the program, and 
the Union staff and faculty who 
will serve as their advisors 

These program suggestions are 
not in any way rigid or final but 
should only serve as guidelines 
for future Unior. program com- 
mittees. They are 

(1) Art-exhibits of professional 
artists; faculty and student's works, 
exhibits of students’ ceramuecs, 
photographs and paicitings, nom 
credit instruction in painting and

(2) Conferences, discussions, 
forums and seminars — banquets 
book reviews; college onentation 
meetings, College Kickoff, New 
Faculty Orientation, Internation 


al Students’ Orientation; confer 
ence registrations; lectures and 
discussions; play readings and 


reviews; seminar seires and so on 

(3) Dances—informal, son-cr- 
ganized dancing for small groups; 
non-credit in social, folk, and 
square dancing; special occasion 
dances, and TGIF dances. 

(4) Dinners — special occasion din- 
ners; International dinner, bar- 
beques, luaus and so on. 


(5) Films and slides — educational 
films, film classics, travelogues, 
and travel slide displays. 

(6) Hobbies and crafts. 

(7) Music—concerts and mus- 
icales; clasical and semi-classical, 
hootenannies, non-credit instruction 
in musical instruments such as 
guitar, ukelele, recorder, jazz 
concerts, music listening, and 
group singing. 

(8) Personal services —banking 
and postal services, commuters’ 
locker facilities, food service, 
newspapers and magazine sales, 
recreation equipment rental ser- 
vice(bicycles, volleyballs, olf 
clubs, picnic and cooking equip- 
ment, etc.), sundry items, tele- 
phone booths, ticket office for col- 
lege events, athletics and area the- 
atre and sport, limited travel in- 
formation and ticket service for 
community events. 

(9) Recreational games: billiards, 
bowling, table tennis, table games —

To The Students: 


There has been considerable com- 
ment concerning the lack of informa- 
tion on the proposed College Union 
This was caused because we did not 
receive final approval from the Chan- 
cellor’s Staff to go ahead with our 
election, unti! this past week. Thus, 
we were forced to make a decision 
of whether to go ahead with the elec- 
tion in conjunction with the ASSSC 
Student Body Elections or postpone 
it until next Fall. {t was my feeling 
and that of the College Union Steer- 
ing Committee to hold it at this time 
rather than lose the riomentum he 
had gained during the past year. As a 
result of this decision, several 
persons have misconceptions of the 
Union as to why we have bowling, 
billiards, and other similar facilities 
in the Union. The majority of these 
facilities are a result of student 
opinion to questionnaires handed out 
last year by our Information Sub- 
Committee. 

The question now arises, Why 
Bowling? Almost every college 
union has a bowling alley, I raise this 
point not to tell you that because 
others have it so must we, but rather 
to tell you why bowling alleys are in 
Unions (even Stanford and Cal's). 
The reason is income, in every 
Union these recreational and service 
facilities provide the income which 


in 
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supports non-paying facilities like 
conference rooms and lounges. They 
keep rates down and help pay for the 
programs. At the same time, thoug,, 
they plan an important part in the 
unificaticen of a college community 

Some persons feel in the food 
facilities planned for the Union that 
the Hornet Foundation is “in.” Let 
me assure you, itis NOT. 

This brings me to the most im- 
portant point | wish to make to you 
fellow student. Someone asked after 
looking at the facilities in the Union 
whether they could be changed. 
Following the election a complete 
re-evaluation will be made of the 
facilities in the proposed Union. At 
this time we can make changes. 
Your student representatives will 
gladly hear you out. They are Paul 
Sax, John Poswall, Ernie Dun, Ken 
Olds, Carole Braly and myself, Kit 
Oase. Our meetings are open and we 
welcome your attendance. 

If for any reason you have ques- 
tions concerning the proposed Union 
stoy by the Alumni Booth in front of 
Douglas Hall and ask questions. 
That's one of the reasons we're here 
in college to learn together.

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A Model Union Program 


From the recent conference in San 
Francisco of the Association of 
College Unions —- [International 
Conference, Chet A. Berry presented 
a paper on “A Model Union Pro- 
gram — 1965 Stvie. He duplicated an 
earlier study made in 1951 by 
Andrew Wolf on program activities 
in college unions. This original study 
asked college union directors what 
they thought to be “must” programs, 
activities which they thought stu 
dents used and enjoyed the most and 
were essential to a good union pro- 
gram. Of the some 150-200 listed 
activities, Mr. Berry found that some 
had risen in importance and fre- 
quency. Some of these were art 
exhibitions, billiards, informal card 
playing, table tennis, popular maga- 
zines for leisure time use, acquain- 
tance party for freshmen, open house 
for all students, lectures and public 
forums by off-campus speakers, 
special celebration dances, regular 
showing of feature films, poster 
making service, and so on 

Mr. Berry stresses that even 
though unions have these activities, 
this alone does not insure a good pro- 
gram because the “excelience” of 
these activities depend upon the 
enthusiasm, spirit, and participation 
of students. The model union pro- 
gram he proposes would include a 
wide range of games. He thinks that

bowling, billiards, tabie tennis, chess, 
and card playing are an important 
part of the program. However, he 
emphasizes that the program should 
be more intellectual and cultural. 
Lectures, forums, discussions, and 
foreign films are becoming more 
prevalent and current issues will 
figure more and more in union pro- 
gramming. Art and its related areas 
is of extreme importance to the union 
program because it was the one area 
most frequently mentioned by col- 
lege union directors. It seems that if 
students are exposed to art exhibits, 
they learn to enjoy them and come 
back for more and more 

Mr. Berry believes that a union 
program should be balanced. Intel- 
lectual, cultural, social, physical, and 
moral development are al! of equal 
importance. A deficit in one area 
impairs the efficiency and develop- 
ment of the whole organ. Good art 
and good coffed complement each 
other. Bowling and browsing belong 
under the same roof. A finesse in 
bridge is as much fun as a finesse in 
debate. In the largest sense, every- 
thing that happens in the union build- 
ing is the union program. The thrust 
of the union is to equip students to 
assimilate, to synthesize their 
tion, to handle all of life, in- 
cluding leisure
